CHICKASAW MEMORIALS ARE 
TRANSMITTED TO CONGRESS 


Washington, Dec. 14.—Two memor­ 
ials from the Chickasaw Legislatures 
relative to the affairs of the Five Civil­ 
ized Tribes were transmitted to Con­ 
gress by the Secretary of the Interior. 
One of them is a petition for the repeal 
of the aet of last session which provides 
for the making of highways. There 
are, as is well known, few highways in 
the Territory. 
In the aet to dispose of 
the affairs of the Five Tribes it was 
provided that a rod on each side of ev­ 
ery dividing line between allotments 
should be subject to surrender for high­ 
way purposes. Congress reasoned that 
as nearly all of the land is owned by 
the Indians they would be the chief 
beneficiaries and that, therefore, not 
only ought they to give the necessary 
land; but that all the expenses incurred 
in opening of roads should be paid out 
of their tribal funds. The Indians pro­ 
test against this law. 
They think the 
whites should share equally in the cost 
and they ask that the law be repealed 
and that the m atter of providing high­ 
way be left to the Legislature of the 
new State. 
l he other memorial, also from the 
Chickasaw Legislature, relates to the 
sale of tne mineral lands. 
That body 
is unalterably opposed to the policy of 
C digress of with-holding all these lands 
f em sale until existing leases expire, 
j aud it represents that this is the senti- 
* rn nt of a large majority of the people. 
I. desires to have tile mineral land sod 
b ‘fore tho tribal relation ceases.

The memorial after expressing the

They hasten to the common abode 
bringing their booty, and before long 
the delicious and odorous honey ap­ 
pears to show how combined labors, 
minute but continuous, are effective 
in producing a solid return, useful to 
all and profitable to each. 
The Beehive had its foundation in 
a philanthropic idea concerning artis­ 
tic solidarity; one of those generous 
impulses which do so much to soften 
the asperities of lives of struggle. Be­ 
fore achieving celebrity Alfred Bouch­ 
er, like other artists without fortune, 
was obliged to undergo perpetual ef­ 
fort, not only to produce the beautiful 
and powerful works he was conceiv­ 
ing, but to obtain the right to live. 
After achieving success Boucher, if 
not arrived at fortune, had at least 
attained 
easy 
circumstances, 
and 
while others more selfish would only 
have thought of enjoying a position 
acquired by dint of desperately hard 
work, Alfred Boucher resolved to de­ 
vote his earnings to the erection of 
a large dwelling where a number of 
young artists without means could 
find for a modest sum—only $30 a 
year!—not alone a comfortable abode, 
but a study ball of the most favorable 
description,

for 
night work, with 
gratuitous 
living 
models.

The greatest ore deal in the world 
was that in which J. J. Hill 
trans­ 
ferred tile right to mine the Hill prop­ 
erties in the Mesaba range to the 
United Stati*s Stet*! corporation. 
Few 
realized when they read the news item 
announcing the transaction what was 
involved. 
It is believed by conservative judges 
that the United States Steel corpora­ 
tion now has in its possession 
the 
largest individual reserve deposit 
to 
be found in the world. 
It has been 
estimated that there is beneath the 
relatively shallow blanket of turf cov­ 
ering the ore on the Mesaba range 
and in the Michigan beds just across 
the head of Lake 
Superior, 
about 
2,200,000,000 tons of ore. 
Of this tin* 
steel trust controlled before it secured 
tLa* right to delve iii Mr. Hill s iron 
pile about 1,250,000.000 tons of ore. 
an asset on the basis of one dollar a 
ton, which exceeds tin* entire capital 
stock of the tru st—$1,100,000,000. Now 
it can draw on a total deposit of 1,750,- 
000,000 tons, an asset of as many dol­ 
lars. 
On this valuation it would re­ 
quire approximately two-thirds of the 
entire money supply of tile country to 
pay cash for this deposit. 
How big a pile of ore Is it that 
the trust now controls and how long 
will it last? A ton of orc* does not al­ 
ways occupy the same space. 
Some 
ore weighs more to the cubic foot 
than other ore. 
The average 
con­ 
tents of a ton are between nine and 
ten cubic feet. 
Say nine cubic feet. 
Then the trust has secured from Mr. 
Hill and allied interests a pile IOO 
feet deep, a mile wide and a mile and 
three-fifths long. 
How long will* this giant heap of 
iron wealth keep the steel trust sup­ 
plied with ore? 
Last year the trust 
took away from its mines in the Lake 
Superior region 19.251.872 tons. 
This 
was 56 per cent., or a little more than 


half, of the entire shipment of ore 
from that regiA>n. 
it is believed that 
the trust will not take less than 22,- 
000.000 tons this year. 
At the latter 
rate its ore supply will last just T9 
years and 6 months. 
It is not be­ 
yond the range of 
possibility, 
how­ 
ever. that other deposits than those of 
which there is now knowledge will bo 
brought to light on the property it 
has leased from Mr. Hill. 
Of the iron 
OTA* produced in the world in 1903, 
which amounted to 101.785,000 
tons, 
more than a third was mined in tho 
United States, a fifth in Germany, and 
13.5 pA*r cent, in Great Britain. From 
tht* soil of two states alone, Minne­ 
sota and Michigan, nearly 26.000,001) 
tons was brought forth 
from 
tho 
mines, or about 6,000.000 more than 
the Industrious inhabitants 
of 
tho 
German empire t OA>k out of their part 
of the earth s crust. 
All of this or© 
came from the mines about the west­ 
ern end of t Ii a * greatest of the great 
lakes. 
W hile iron ore was mined in 
20 other states and 
two 
territories 
tHat year, 
only 
one—Alabama—pro­ 
duced over a million tons. 
Its product 
was 3,618,960 tons. 
The steel trust 
has reach**d into the future and has 
assured itself of a supply of the es­ 
sential raw material sufficient to last 
more than two generations. 
In order to make sure of a 20 years* 
supply, in addition to th** 50 or 60 
years* stock on hand, it has agreeAl 
to pay the highest royalties ever paid* 
for the right to mine iron ore. 
Tho 
steel trust will pay to Mr. Hill’s com­ 
panies a royalty of 85 ren ts a ton 
for hauling it to the upper lake piers, 
with an increase of 34 cents a ton 
each succeeding year. It has agreed 
1 to take out 750,000 tons in 1907, and 
to increase the amount each year by 
750.000 tons, until the amount reaches 
8.250.000 tons. 
That means that in 
1917 the trust will take the maximum 
amount of ore, and pay $1.19 a ton 
royalty for it. 
Mr. Hill’s road will 
make about 50 cents a ton hauling 
this ore.

The quality of the milk varies with 
the breed, period of lactation and the

TRANSMITTED TO CONGRESS 


Washington, Dec 14 —Two memor- 


ials trom the Chickasaw Legislatures 
relatne to the affairs of the Five Civil- 
ized Tribes were transmitted to Con- 
gress by the Secretary of the Interior 
One of them is a petition for the repeal 
of the act of last session which provides 
for the making of highways 
There 


are, as is well known, few highways m 
the Territory 
In the act to dispose of 


the affairs of the Five Tribes it was 
provided that a rod on each side of ev- 
ery dividing line between allotments 
should be subject to surrender for high- 
way purposes 
Congress reasoned that 


as nearly all of the land is owned by 
the Indians they would be the chief 
beneficiaries and that, therefore, not 
only ought they to give the necessary 
land, but that all the expenses incurred 
in opening of roads should be paid out 
of their tribal funds 
The Indians pro- 


test against this law 
They think the 


whites should ahare equally in the cost 
and they aik that the law be repealed 
and that the matter of providing high 
w ly be left to the Legislature of the 
new State 
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ita among the people, they would be 
able to place their allotments in such a 
state of improvement as to afford an in- 
dependent living " 


The memorial after expressing the 


opinion that the mineral lands are

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CAUSES AFFECTING PROFITS 


DAIRYING 


. F. S. 


The first cause of Importance af- 


ifectlng the profits of the dairy 
is 


bad cows. Why do we choose bad 
icows and stick to them through thick 
and thin, with a fidelity worthy of a 
'better cause? 
Because we love them 


BO? 
The dairyman has no inherent 


elective affinity tof the bad cow; he 
elects her because of defective profits, 
which defective profits were partly 
the result of the previous election of 
the previously bad cow. So the de- 
scent continues, until the dairyman 
not only buys bad cows, but begins to 
sell his good ones. 
Then his doom 


is sealed. 
No particular type of breed can be 


recommended for all conditions, 
and 


the dairyman must study his situation 
and ascertain which breed Is 
best 


adapted to his purpose. 
An analysis 


of the results of a number of experi- 
ments shows the wide difference in 
profits between Individuals in typical 
herds. All admit the value of better 
,cows, and the problem Is how to get 
'them. Many of those who supply milk 
lor the city markets are so situated 
that they cannot raise their own cows, 
and must replace their herds by pur- 
chase. It is extremely difficult for 
them to obtain good cows In this way. 
owing to carelessness in breeding by 
those who have the cows for sale. 
A pure bred sire should be used in 
all herds where calves are reared. 
for where a common bull is used, the 
average price received for heifers at 


maturity Is only J32, while the choice 
progeny of superior stock will com- 
mand $30 per head, and often more. 
Here Is an opportunity to largely in- 
crease the profits of the dairy at a 
comparatively slight expense. 


Feeds for the cows should be pro- 


duced on the farm as far as possible. 
Vsually tho hest practice is to pur- 
chase only feeds rich In protein, and 
raise the coarse fodder on the farm. 
Cows fed on starvation rations yield 
no profit, and those overfed with ex- 
pensive feeds are also kept at a loss 
The point of highest profit 
in feed 


must he determined by experiment 
and calculation, and varies with the 
locality and circumstances 
of 
the 


feeder. 


The quality of the milk varies with 


the'breed. period of lactation and the 
Individual, and very little with 
the 


feed. 
The fat content of tho first 


milk drawn Is about two per cent, 
and that of the "stripping*" eight to 
ten per cent. For this reason, care- 
ful milking is of the utmost impor- 
tance. 
Finally, it is Important to know the 


cow;,; the milk scales and the Bab- 
cock tester are necessary agents for 
obtaining such knowledge. 
Milk-test- 


ing associations among the farmers, 
where the results can be obtained by 
cooperation at a minimum expense, 
would prove 
of 
vast Importance. 


Such associations are practicable, and 
comparatively Inexpensive.

Des Molncs, la.—Fort Madison, la., 


s paying $f>,000 per year Interest on 
jonds Issued for a phantom railroad, 
n 1850, and has already paid $240,000 
ntercst on the $120 900 bonds, and so 
far as any stops being taken will con- 
.inue to pay interest for the next half 
or full century. 


The taxpayers of to-day are paying 


for the folly of a previous generation. 


In 1850, when railroads were looked 


upon as bricks of gold, this city was 
'gold bricked." Tho council voled to 
and did issue $120,000 bonds. 
The 


company which secured the money 
vanished Into thin air, the promoters 
were never apprehended, and even if 
they were to-day the statute of limita- 
tions have run, the bonds fell into the 
hands of Innocent purchasers, and the 
city has for half a century, out of the 
fullness of its treasury, paid the In- 
terest. 
These facts were discovered by 


State Inspectors George Pennell and 
S. G. Moore when the recently investi- 
gated the city's accounts.

bonds the city's Indebtedness Is be- 
lyond the legal limitations fixed by the 
Iowa statute.
